Lake-Front and use it for dock purposes. and this 
loss of monopoly is what proved so severe a blow 
when the Supreme Court of our land said in un- 
mistakable terms that the people of our State 
should not lose their national and State rights in 
favor of a grasving and powerful corporation.

"The question is now asked: What will you do 
with the buildings now standing on the river 
front that have cost so many millions of dollars?’ 
This question is one that is hard to answer, but 
the answer is the same as that which, in parallel 
cases, has been given. from time immemorial— 
that minor private interests must give way to 
the public good.“ This must be, even were the 
loss total. But there may be a silver or perhaps 
a golden lining to this dark cloud. At this point 
the action of our City Council, taken last Thurs- 
day night, is called. to our attention; an action 
that, though involving a temporary loss to many 
corporations of millions upon millions, was, 
nevertheless, demanded and insisted upon by the 
8 dur outraged citizens.

Shall we use the Lake-Front for park purposes? 


My opinion is, no. We are now abundantly sup- 
plied with parks, and thanks to the magnificent 
powers of conception of those who years ago 
looked into the future with clear and prophetic 
eye and disce the fature, nay, the present, 
glories of our utifal city, the pride of the 
United States of America and the wonder of the 
world, we can compare our park system with 
none, If we should make a park out of the Lake- 
Front Keep off the grass signs would be neces- 
sary and the main charmofa park would thereby 
be removed. 

Last, but not least, we want for the purpose of 
adorning and beautifying our city, the revenues 
that could be derived from leasing the Lake- 
Front for the third named use—that for business 
and public use, from which, after deducting in- 
terest and cost of improvements, we could obtain 
for such use fully 63.000.000 per annum. There 
may be legal objections to this use of the land, a 
subject that I have not yet investigated, and this 
only goes to show the enormous scope of the sub-

Hamline’s plans contemplated a park of mag- 
nificent dimensions for a down-town 
breathing spot, while at the same time 
it embraced improvements that would be 
fully in keeping with the portion of the im- 
perial city of the globe,“ as he put it, which 
lies around the park. His plans would also 
aid in relieving the congestion now so great. 
He thought the park north of Adams street 
should be lined with wharfs, all traffic 
to go over the Randolph street viaduct, 
while the new Postoffice and a 
new City Hall would occupy the 
spacious territory between tho Art Institute 
and Randolph street, thus, with the new Pub- 
lic Library, bringing many splendid public 
edifices into one locality. He favored the 
sinking of the railroad tracks and the exten- 
sion of the park south of Adams street to the 
1,300-foot line east of the dock line by filling 
in the submerged lands. With these prelimi- 
naries completed, he would have the park 
turned over to the South Park Commissioners 
for landseapitig and other adornment. \

“1.” TRESTLE FALLS AND HURTSTWO MEN 


Six Laborers Go Down with Engine, Der- 
rick, Track, and False Work. 

Six men narrowly escaped death, two being 
severely injured, yesterday afternoon by the 
fallime of a section of the Alley L“ road 
construction trestle on Sixty,third street, be- 
tween Sheridan and Woodlawn avenues. The 
injured are: 

Mevr., J. E., No. 5422 Wentworth avenue, in- 


jured internally and head cut; taken home. 
MorLrx. J., No, 88 Fifty-tuird street, left leg 


broken; taken home. 

C. F. Johnson, P. J. O’Neil, Clyde Buchner, 
and John Smith were badly shaken up by 
their fall, but they escaped injury. 

In the construction of the elevated track on 
Sixty-third street girders are laid on cross- 
beams supported by upright posts, and on 
these the engine shauty and derrick are 
pushed as rapidly as the track is laid. It is 
the custom to ute six girders for this purpose, 
but yesterday only two, it is said, were placed 
in position. The engine was then started and 
the heavy derrick, together with the engine 
shanty, was wheeled forward. In the latter 
were the six workinen. 

Suddenly there was a creaking of timbers 
and the trestle Commenced to tremble. The 
upright posts spread and a section of the 
track fell. The derrick and engine went down 
with a crash. Under the débris were the en- 
gine and derrick, while over them was a little 
shanty. McGuire was buried out of the door. 
There were two deep gashes on the left side of 
his head, and he was in a .semi-conscious con- 
dition when picked up. Mullen’s left leg was 
fractured below the knee, but otherwise he 
was uninjured. 

The loss is $3,000. The derrick cannot be 
rébuilt within a week.

‘OOME IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Lady Henry Somerset Graphically De- 
scribes the Great Reception in Exeter 
Hall, London, Which, She Says, Marks 
an Epoch--Fifty Lines of Religious, 
Philanthropic, and Reformatory Work 
Represented on the Platform-—Other 
Meetings in England and Scotland. 
Under date of Feb. 6 Lady Henry Somerset 
writes from EHastnor Castle a graphic ac- 
count of the unprecedented scenes attending 
the welcome given Miss Frances E. Willard in 
Exeter Hall, London, and other enormous 
gatherings of welcome in Manchester and 
other cities .of England and Scotland. So 
wonderful was the Exeter Hall meeting that 
Lady Henry Somerset considers this national 
welcome to Miss Willard as marking an epoch. 
At this meeting were convened fifty distinct 
lanes of religious, philanthropic, and reforma- 
tory work, something, she says, which never 
before occurred in the metropolis of the 
world. 

The full text of Lady Henry Somerset’s let- 
ter is as follows: 

Remarkable as has been the power of our 
transatlantic friends to attract immense audi- 
ences and awaken British enthusiasm none 
perhaps, John B.Gough and Dwight L. Moody 
not excepted, have evoked more universal in- 

. terest or received a greater welcome than has 
Miss Frances E. Willard during her three 
months’ stay in England. In this age of 
great convenings it is not often that a single 
meeting marks an epoch, even though it be in 
the interest of a reform that has now forged 


gland's regnant party, and, mirabile dictu, 
finds a place in the Queen’s speech to Parlia- 
ment. This isa statement noteworthy in- 
deed, but it is true ot the uational welcome, 
for it was nothing less, accorded to Ameri- 
ca’s White Ribbon leader at the recent great 
meeting in Exeter Hall. 

There is perhaps no better gauge of the 
state of public sentiment towards a cause or 
ao individual than the attitude of an Exeter 
Hall audience. This famous auditorium has 
been so long the battle.ground of all religious 
movements and reforms, that to the accus- 
tomed eyes of its habitués the unprecedented 
character of that assembly was a _ marvel. 
Even in the City of London it is not difficult 


to rally the adherents of a single reform, but 


to convene fifty distinct lines of religious, 
philanthropic, and reformatory work is some- 
thing which, so far as I know, has never be- 
fore occurred in the greatest metropolis of 
the world, * 
Welcomed by Noted Leaders. 

On the huge platform were seated men and 

women whose names are household words 


bers of Parliament, dignitaries of the church, 
and ladies of soticty, side by side with the 
leaders of the labor movement and the Salva- 
tion Army.

The speakers, twelve in number, were each 
one equal to filling Exeter Hall on the 
strength of individual reputation; but they 
gladly limited their speeches to five minutes 
each, rejoicing to be among those who did 
honor to the distinguished guest whom the 
crowds had assembled to greet in numbers so 
large that the tickets could have been sold 
twice over, and some fortunate possessors, 
more sordid than enthusiastic, were dispos- 
ing of them at three times their original 
value at the entrauce, where they were 
eagerly purchased, even for the overflow 
meeting which had speedily to be organized, 
so great were the crowds demandmg en- 
trance. 

Nothing could exceed the enthusiasm with 
which the speaker of the evening was greeted. 
The vast audience rose with cheers on their 
lips and waving white handkerchiefs in hand, 
and for several minutes the expression of 
their admiration seemed as if it would never 
subside. A thrillof pleasure comes to the 
heart when one is thus recognized who has 
toiled so long and patiently for others’ weal, 
for it is good indeed to pour out the fragrance 
of our weleome, affection, and praise, and 
place our tribute in the warm clasp of living 
hands rather than lay it on thecold marble of 


a tomb. 
Other Great Meetings. 


After such a greeting as has been described 
it was not an easy task to organize a demon- 
stration worthy to be compared with that of 
| Exeter Hall; but the United Kingdom Al- 
liance, the strongest temper mee society in 
Great Britain, proved equal to the undertak- 
ing. Five thousand persons assembled on 
consecutive evenings in the great Free Trade 
Hall in Manchester, the second city in En- 
gland, and the headquarters of the alliance. 
Canon Wilberforce and Sir Wilfrid Lawson 
were the Chairmen. Tastimonials were pre- 
sented by the alliance and other temper- 
ance societies, and the entire audience rose to 
receive Miss Willard, a greeting which was 
perhaps excelled only by the enthusiasm 
which brought them to their feet again and 
caused a hearty British cheer to echo through 
the historic hall that had witnessed the tri- 
umphs of Cobden, Bright, and Gladstone, as 
she closed her epeech. 

„A wonderful address,” said a veteran 
leader who had gauged every speaker on tho 
temperance platform for the last forty years. 
“I nave never heard it excelled, and perhaps 
not equaled,”’ 

Similar demonstrations have been held in 
Charrington’s great hail in the heart of the 
East End of London, in Liverpool, where 
Miss Willard was welcomed by the Women’s 
Liberal Federation, in Birmingham ana

WHEREAS, A vigorous and voluminous discus- 
sion is now going on throughthe press of this 
and other cities concerning the project and man- 
agement of the Woman's Temperance Temple; 
and 

Wuereas, The rights of all persons e 
ing thereto should be recognized; and 

WHEREAS, Several of our most prominent min- 
isters and laymen are criticising and being criti- 
cised in relation to the Temple managament; 
therefore 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appoint- 
ed to investigate the affairs of the Temple so far 
as they affect the contributing public and report 
in writing to this body on March 6.

THREE FAMILIE, WIPED OUT or 
EXISTENOE, 


The Walls of York Building Fall, Demol- 
ishing Adjoining Houses—Bodies Still 
Buried in the Ruins—Fire Caused by 
an Overturned Stove Adds to the Hor- 
ror of the Situation—Firemen Afraid to 
Throw Water on It on Account of -the 
People in the Wreckage. 

By the falling of the north wall of the 
gutted John York Building, Nos. 765 and 781 
Halsted street, at 1:15 o’clock this morning, 
the two-story frame building adjoining was 
crushed and three families wiped out of ex- 
istence,

KUNZE, JOHN, jewoler; crushed beyond recog-

The wall was shaken by the high winds last 

night, but no danger was felt until after mid- 


nicht, when the cracking was heard by per- 


sons on the street, but no alarm was given. 

When the fall came the frame buildings 
were crushed and covered by the débris and 
those within had no chance to escape. The 
crash roused every one on the block, and, as 
the ruiné took fire at once, a 2-11 alarm was 
turned in andten engine companies began 
the work of attempted rescue. 

Clear Through to the Basements. 

The ruins were crushed into the basements 
and now lie even with the sidewalk. It was 
impossible to get into the débris to attempt 
the work of rescue and the firemen were com- 
pelled to throw water on the sinoking ruins, 
knowing that their work might be ending the 
life of some unfortunate lying half dead in 
the wreckage. 

In the buildmg No. 763 was the family of 
John Kunze, who keeps the jewelry store on 
the ground floor. The family consisted of the 
father, mother, and son Frank, who is asso- 
ciated with his father in the store. To them 
the night of death succeeded in a breath that 
which brought cessation from the day's labor. 
The weight of the wall, which came. down 
with the velocity of a shot, demolished the 

structure, and they died in their 
a sign. Their bodies are still in 


age. 
Zhe Worst Death Trap. 

The bulldmg No. 761 was occupied on the 
ground floor by the saloon of John Smith. 
With his tamily he occupied the second story. 
In this structure, which received the weight of 
the top of the wall, and which now lies in a 
heap in the basement, leveled with the street, 
the greatest loss of life occurred. 

The family consists of John Smith and his 
wife, their three.children, Dolly aged 12 years,

The fire Whiob broke out 3 an over- 
turned stove as soon as the wreck occurred 
showed through the ruinsin tongues of flame 
and masses of amoke, betraying the destruc- 
tion beneath. So hot was the blaze that it 
was impossible for any one to get close 
enough to discover the extent of the damage 
or do anything in the way of rescue, 

Chief Swenie responded to the first alarm of 
fire, and the moment he arrived at the scene 
he turned in a 2-11, calling’ out five additional 
engines and four hook and ladders. When he 
saw the magnitude of the disaster he sent in a 
special call for more hook and ladder compa- 
nies, and in fifteen minutes fifty firemen were 
hard at work on the pile of brick, from which 
flames and smoke were issuing. After the tire 
was under control the work of rescue began. 

Work of Rescue. 

It was no easy work to get through the tons 
of débris, but the firemen and several hun- 
dred men attracted by the crash worked as if 
their lives depended on their efforts. It was 
evident nothing less than a miracle could have 
saved the lives of any of the unfortunates in 
the buildings, for the force of the fall crushed 
everything that came in its way. 

An hour’s hard work seemingly made little 
impression on the mound of débris. 

The firemen were fearful of working too 
close to the south wall of the Smith Building, 
which threatened to fall with every gust of 
wind. The chimney of the York Buildmg 
was also out of plumb. 

Stery of the Previous Fire. 

York’s establishment was burned out the 
morning of Jan. 11, entailing a loss of 8288. 
000. During the conflagration the three-story — 
brick structure adjoining, owned by Mrs. C. R. 
Lott, was partly demolished by the falling of 
brick, mortar, and stone ‘from the south 
wall of the York Building. The fire 
was one of the fiercest on the West 
Side since that of the John M. Smyth 
Building. None of the employés of the 
York store were injured. The flames started 
in the southeast corner of the store in the 
basement. A still alarm sent in by telephone 
was followed ina few moments by a 41L 
Owing to the bitter cold of the day the water 
froze almost as soon as it left the hose and 
the flames gained rapid headway. It did not 
take them long to gut the buildmg. Ice forming 
on the telephone wires broke them down and 
communication with the Canalport district 
was cut off. 

After the fire had been burnmg about twenty 
minutes the rear and south walls fell. The 
rear wall fell upona barn containing two 
horses owned by Dr. Frank J. Linden. Both 
horses were killed. The tenants in the ad- 
joining buildings had moved out. 

Another building that suffered by falling 
masonry was the F. R. Lott structure, Nos. 
723.85 Halsted street. It is three stories high, 
of brick, and worth $50,000. At No. 783 the 
root and floors were carried away. Winzer & 
Meine, grocers on the ground floor, had their 

stock and fixtures damaged about $3,000. 
The second floor was not occupied. The 
upper floor was the home of Adam Schweris, 
whose damage was $1,500. J. Triggs & Co. 
occupied the ground floor at No, 785 Halsted 
street as a fish store. Water damaged their 
fixtures $1,500. The builamg on the north 
side of the York structure, occupied by John 
Kunze, jeweler, and owned by Michaels & 
Pintzle, was damaged $1,000. Kunze’s stock 
was damaged $300. 

The insurance on Mr. York’s building was 
$62,500 and on his stock $71,750.

SHE I8 SAID TO SUFFER FROM 
OHRONIO MELANOHOLIA. 


Feb. 8 She Was Placed in an Asylum and 
a Commission Has Been Appointed to 
Inquire Into Her Sanity—She Is the 
Divorced Wife of H. C. Ayer, Formerly 
a Milionaire of Chicago—Carlyle w. 
Harris Makes a Plea for a New Trial— 
German Interest in the World's Fair. 

New Yorx, Feb, 27.—[Special. |—Mrs. Har- 


riet Hubbard Ayer, known on two continents { 


as ashrewd business-woman, the proprietress 
of a widely advertised cosmetic, and formerly 
a social leader of great beauty, is confined at 
Dr. William Granger’s private asylum for the 
insane at Bronxville, Westchester County. 


She was committed Feb. 8 by Judge Me- 


Adam of the Superior Court on the strength 
of affidavits mede by Drs. William J. Mor- 
ton and G. M. Hammond that she was suffer- 
ing from melancholia. The fact did not 
begome public until today, wher Justice 
Andrews of the Supreme Court appointed Dr. 
Matthew Chalmers and John H. Judge com- 
missioners to inquire into her sanity. Mrs. 
Ayer’s committment to the Bronxville Asylum 
was the result of a petition to Judge McAdam 
by her divorced husband, Herbert C. Ayer of 
Chicago, and her daughter, Harriet, the wife 
of Allan Lewis Seymour of East Orange, N. J. 

This action was based on the allegation that 
Mrs. Ayer was mentally incapable of conduct- 
ing the business of manufacturing the cos- 
metics with which her name 1s associated, and 
which was, therefore, in danger of being 
wrecked, to the detriment of her daughters, 
Mrs. Seymour and Margaret Ayer, 15 years 
old, who has been at school in Stuttgart, 
Germany, for several years. 

It is peculiarly interesting to note that Mrs. 
Ayer’s daughter, Harriet, and her husband, 
Allan Lewis Seym ur. were charged dy Mra. 
Ayer in the coarts in 1889 with having taken 
— in a conspiracy to make her insane, and 

ave her committed to an asylum that the con- 
spirators might suc to her business. It is 
now alleged that Mrs. Ayer has practically 
taken no active part in tne business for sev- 
eral years. Addiction to the morphine and 
alcohol habits are alleged to have unsettled 
her mind. 

Under Treatment for a Year. 


Mrs. Ayer is past 50 years of age. For more 

than a year she has beea under treatment b 
Dr. Morton of No. 19 East Twenty-tourt 
street, who is professorof diseases of the mind 
and nervous system and of electro-therapeutics 
at the Post-Graduate Medic College and 
Hospital. She has lived, under the attend- 
ance of nurses, in luxuriously furnished apart- 
ments on the top floor of No. 305 Fifth ave- 
nue, on the ground floor of which is the cos- 
metic establishment. 
Her most pronounced form of mania is said 
% be the hearing of mysterious voices, at 
times threatening her, at others making over- 
tures of a friendly nature. At no time has 
she shown signs of violence. . Fur hours, it is 
said, she will sit crooning to herself or an- 
swering the voices of the air. Or for a whole 
afternoon she goes about singing to herself, 
occasionally stopping tocare gently for her 
young daughter Margaret, whom she imag- 
ines to be in an adjoining room, or for her 
divorced husband, toward whom she has no 
sense of bitterness. 

* But that this painful matter has come out 
in the courts, said Dr. Morton this evening, 
“T would not discuss it. It is true, however, 
that I made affidavit, with Dr. Hammond, as 
to Mrs. Ayer’s condition. She is undoubtedly 
suffering from melancholia. er condition is 
improved from what it was a year ago. 
but [ am not prepared to say whether 
she will entirely recover. I will not say, 
however, that she may not. From what I 
know of her I believe Mrs. Ayer to be a good 
woman, though one of the most maligned I 
have ever heard of. She is not new addicted 
to morphine or alcohol. I am convinced that 
the action of her former husband and her 
wey ony is most kindly intended. Mrs. Ayer 
has long needed the care and attention which 
can de had only in a private sanitarium.”

For eight or ten years prior to her 
husband's failure Mrs. Ayer was a leader in so- 
ciety and one of the most lavish enter- 
tainers in this city. The financial down- 
fall of Mr. Ayer is still fresh in the 
memory of the business world. * 
was the senior member of tne firm of J. V. Ayer's 
Sons, which was established in 1559. Mr. Ayer’s 
father died in 1877, leaving him tne bulk of his 
fortune. Under careful management the busi- 
ness developed into vast proportions, and Ayer 
and his wife were correspondinaly prominent in 
the social world. In 1883, however, disaster came, 
and the firm failed for several million dol- 
lars. At the time of his failure Ayer 
was engaged in extensive business operations 
outside of Chicago, as well as in the city, prac- 
tically controlling the iron mills of Brown, Bon- 
nell & Co. at Youngstown, O., vained at $2,300,000 
and employing 4,000 men. This firm also went to 
the wall owing to Ayer’s Chicago failure. 

Almost immedia after this disaster the 
Ayers separated. A suit for divorce was insti- 
tuted and a bill was granted Mrs.Ayer. The case 
came up in Judge Garnett’s court. Mrs. Ayer’s 
witnesses were berself, her maid, and her little 
daughter. ayer defaulted, andthe decree gave 
Mrs. Ayer the custody of the children, but al- 
lowed for a modification in the future of the 
order awarding her their possession. The promi- 
nence of the parties to the suit made the case one 
of note and Mr. and Mrs. Ayer were marked peo- 
ple. Soon after the suit they left the city, Ayer 


going to Europe, whence he returned two or three 


ears later to New York and began to recoup his 
ortunes, and Mrs. Ayer moving to New York with 
her children. 

Shortly after taking up her residence in New 
York Mrs. Ayer began to clerk for a living. She 
was a person of taste and on mong known her 
intention to go to work there was a lively bid for 
her services. She finally entered the employ of 
Sypher & Co., of whom she had been a liber a1 
patron, and was paid a handsome salary and com- 
missions. She was to buy and sell bric-A-brac for 
the firm and specially to be representative pur- 
chaser in Europe. 

Mrs. Ayer then branched out into other financial 
enterprises and ame connected with the 
camier company. Charges of drunkenness were 
then brought against her, and the result woes a 
long suit in which she became involved with 

r. Seymour over the company’s stock. The 
charges of intoxication were emphasized by let- 
ters from Blanche Howard, the novelist, who 
at the time was little Margaret Ayer’s instructor 
in Stuttgart, Germany. Mrs. Ayer, however, pro- 
duced an affidavit from Dr. Shrady of New 
York to the effect that she was not addicted to 
drink and she won her suit. 

July 9, 1889, Mr. Ayer filed a’ bill before Judge 
Shepard asking for an order of injunction re- 
straining Mrs. Ayer from longer taking care of 
their little danghter Margaret, alleging that she 
was not a fit person for the charge of the child. ]

DEEP INTEREST IN THE WORLD’S FAIR 


German and Austrian Commissioners Speak 
of Their Countries’ Exhibits. 

New Lonx, Feb. 27.—[Special. ]—Several 
representatives of foreign governments at the 
World's Fair were in this city today on their 
way to Chicago. In most instances they 
spoke of the great interest in the Fair at 
home, and predicted that the exhibits in some 
departments would be ona large scale and 
com posed of valuable collections. 

Arnold Weissberger, a representative of the 
Imperial Bank of Austria, said he was on his 
way to Chicago to establish a branch of the 
house there for the accommodation of citizens 

of Austria who come to the Fair. A deep in- 

terest in the Fair was evinted at the outset,” 
he said. Many merchants, however, who at 
first contemplated makmg an exhibit have 
decided not to do 80. is is due to 
the decisions which impose dutis on 
goods brought here for exhibition which 
are afterward to be sold, Some of the largest 
merchants have canceled their applications 
for space for this reason. The fine arts ex- 
hibition from Austria promises to be very 
good, as some of the very best works have 
been selected from the Austrian collection. 
Ein peror Joseph was desirous of visiting the 
Fair, but I think the idea has been errs up, 
because the press of his duties and his other 
plans for the summer wouid not admit of a 
trip to this country.” 

Two of the German Commissioners— 
Schnares Alquist, who is the Com missioner for 
the Fine Arts Department, and W. Lebach, who 
is the chief of the Electrical Department— 
were at the Brevoort House. Mr. Aiquist said 
Germany would send about 800 pieces to the 
Fine Arts Department. This will include oil 
paintings, water colors, and pieces of sculpt- 
ure. The German Govern ment, he said, had in- 
creased its original appropriation, in view of the 
interest taken by the Germans in the Fair. ‘It 
was at first 3,000,000 marke. It had now been 
increased about 5,000,000, and more might be 
added. There has been great interest mani- 
fested, he said, in the department of art, 
and the government has loaned some of its 
very valuable works for exhibition. These 
are onthe way tothis country and should ar- 
rive in Baltimore tomorrow. The products 
of the most uoted artists in Germany will be 
seen at Chicago. Among others are several 
pieces from Ziebermann and Menzel, who 
rank among tne most distinguished in Ger- 
many.

Explains Legislative Powers. 


Corporation Counsel Miller was called on 
to explain the legislative powers of the city in 
connection with grade crossings, which was 
then suggested as a subject for discussion by 
the Chairman. He spoke at considerable 
leugth, pointing out the nature of the power 
vested in the Common Council by the city 
charter, and contrasting it with the legislative 
power in the City-of Boston, now largely re- 
tained in tne State Legislature. He explained 
the nature of the police 2 of the city, 
which he said were inalienable. It has the 
power to protect the lives of the citizens, 
and he had no doubt the city had 
the right to uire the railroads 
to do with their systems whatever was 
necessary to that end. 

Representative Bliss by request explained 
the Massachusetts law compeiling railroads to 
dispense with grade crossings. hen a rail- 
road and town were unable to agree as to the 
need of an elevated crossing the question 
was referred to a commission appoin 
by the court, whose devision was 
final. The expense of the crossing was dis- 
tributed 65 per cent to the railroad, 25 per 
cent to the State, and 10 per cent to the city 
or town. So far as general sentiment was 
concerned the distribution was satisfactory.

SANTO DOMINGO, SPAIN, AND THE UNITED 
STATES. 

A cable dispatch states that one Madrid 
paper, commenting op the report current 
there that an American syndicate has acquired 
500,000 acres of land on Samana Bay, Santo 
Dommgo, urges the government to ask the 
powers interested to codperate with Spgin to 
oppose the American annexation of Santo 
Dowingo, while another paper, in an article 
on the same subject, urges that Spain should 
join the triple alliance agaiust France, as the 
latter country is supposed to be friendly to the 
United States. 

These Spanish papers lack common sense. 
What business is it of Spain’s if an American 
syndicate does buy half a million or any other 
nu:nber of acres on Samana Bay if the lawful 
owners of the land want to sell and the gov- 
erninent does not object to the transfer of the 
land to foreigners? Nor is there any rea- 
son why it should object, for the purchase of 
this real estate does not annex it to the United 
States: The jurisdictional rights of Santo 
Domingo are not affected. American capital- 
ists could buy every acre of land in Santo 
Domingo if the owners and the government 
concurred, and still Spain would have no busi- 
ness to intervene. 

It 13 idiotic to talk of callmg on the other 
“powers interested to codperate with Spam 
in preventing the annexation of Santo Domin- 
go. There is not one of them which is more 
interested than Spain is, and that nation 
has no, interest whatever. The purchase 
spoken of is not an annexation, but even if it 
were the powers have nothing to do with 
the matter. The people of Santo Domingo 
have a perfect right to annex their half of the 
island to the United States if they wish to do 
so and if the latter is willing to take it. It 
would be an act of impertinence on the part 
of Spain to protest or to intervene to prevent 
annexation. The United States would submit 
to no such intermeddlmg. The citizens of 
the little republic have a mght to determine 
thed-own political destinies and they have a 
better right to annex themselves to the United 
States than Spain had to sell Florida to this 
country in 1819 without consulting the wishes 
of the inhabitants. That deal was made 
without any protests by the powers.“ Why 
should they object if the independent Domin- 
icans give themselves of their own free will to 
this country? 

To what “ powers” can Spain appeal to help 
it prevent annexation? Certainly not France, 
Italy, Germany, Ruasia, or Austria. Not one 
of them has any interests which would be 
affected injuriously by annexation. Has 
Great Britain any? None that are visible. 
Its possessions in the West Indies would not 


be affected by the acquisition of Santo | 
Domingo by the United States any more than Se 


they are endangered by the possession of Cuba 
by Spain— not as much. Nor has England 
any special interests in the Island of Hayti 
which would be injured by the anneration of 
Santo Domingo. Therefore it would simply 
mind its own business and keep its fingers out 
of the pie. 

Spain’s objection would bea purely selfish 
one. It might fear that if the resources of the 
fertile lands of Santo Domingo were devel- 
oped by Americans the effect would be to 
make this country less dependent on Cuba 
and Puerto Rico for sugar, molasses, fruits, 
and other tropical products. This extremely 
selfish motive would not stand criticism in in- 
ternational courts and yet it would be the only 
ground on which it could base its objections. 
It is true that it once ruled over what is now 
Santo Domingo, but that was seventy years 
ago, and since then it has recognized the re- 
public and surrendered all its claims. 

There is no military or naval reason why 


Spain should protest against the establish- 


ment, with the consent of the Dominican Gov- 
ernment, and the use by the merchant vessels 
and warships of the United States of a coal- 
ing station at Samana Bay. Should there be 
a war between this country and Spain for the 
possession of Cuba the base of operations 
would be Florida, Which is only a few hours’ 
sail from that island, and not Santo Domingo. 
The army of invasion would land on Cuba 
from the mainland and not from Santo Do- 
mingo, which is several hundred miles farther 
off. 

The United Stata does not need Samana 
Bay for military purposes, but docs need it as 
a coaling station and. à stopping place for its 
commercial and naval marine when the Nic- 
aragua Canal is constructed, It will be almost 
indispensable then. Gen. Grant, when Presi- 
dert. negotiated a treaty with Santo Domingo, 
providing for the acquisition of that port for 
American vessels, and the establishment of a 
protectorate over the eastern half of the 
island, the inhabitants to rule themselves, 
under the protection and guardianship of the 
great republic. He was thwarted in the carry- 
a of his wise policy by sort-sighted, 

ee he 


running the schools in New York City, bear- 
ing in mind that the schools of the latter city 
are dominated by Tammany, a corrupt, 
profligate, and dishonest organization. To 
teach and operate the schools of New York 
City costs the taxpayer $21 per annum, as 
compared with $26 ia this city. 

Why should education cost more in 
Chicago than in New York? Simply and 
wholly because of the fads. The current re- 
port of the Board of Education places the 
cost of German during the last school year at 
$143,315; physical culture, $22,431; sewing, 
$2,398; drawing, $27,746, etc. This statement 
is utterly misleading. Take the German fad 
for instance. The estimate makes no account 
of the cost of maintaining 207 rooms used for 
instruction in that language, of the time of 
pupils and clags teachers that 1s wasted, of the 
salaries ($142,513) paid to the German teach- 
ers and superintendents. The absolute cost 
of teaching the German fad, which is taught 
to no purpose and of course is not learned, is 
noarer $800,000 than $143,000. 

The legitimate method of getting at the cost 
of fads to the taxpayers is to compare the 
number of minutes per day devoted to them 
with the total number of school minutes per 
day, bearing in mind also that the legitimate 
rudimentary studies have to stop while the 
fads are being taught. There are 200 days in 
the school year, five days in the week, and five 
hours in the day. A day’s teachmy therefore 
is 300 minutes: a week’s, 1,500; a year’s, 60,- 
000. The total cost of operating the schools 
approximates $6,000,000, which leaves $30,000 
as the actual cost of each day’s schooling. The 
German fad now consumes one-seventh of 
each ech ol day, or about $4,285 per diem. Two 
hundred times that amount gives $857,000 
thrown away in the vain effort to teach Ger- 
man in the lower grades. 

The misleading character of the report is 
shown by these figures. The overwhelming 
cost in dollars is not the only reprehensible 
feature of this business. In this connection 
it is well to restate what Taz Trisune already 
has set forth. The Board of Education, which 
sets apart 207 rooms for the use of German, 
goes to the expense of renting 201 rooms in 
ramshackle buildings, badly ventilated and 
wholly unsuited for school purposes, where 
nearly 9,000 pupils excluded from public 
achools proper on account of German are 
huddled, The 207 rooms devoted to the for- 
eign language humbug would make seven- 
teen twelve-room school buildings, which 
cannot be erected at a less cost than 
$75,000 each, or more than a million 
and a quarter in the aggregate. How do 
the taxpayers like to be muicted im that 
amouns, contrary to the spirit and to the in- 
tent of the school law and of the founders of 
the public school system? In addition to this 
it must be remembered that while a part of 
tne children are engaged in the alleged study 
of German the attention of all the other pupils 
is diverted from their studies, which is more 
time and money lost, to be charged to the 
German fad, which could not be taught in 
twice the time devoted to it, which robs the 
German children of a part of their necessary 
rudizsentary education, and which does no 
good to the American children, and which only 
benefits special teachers. The other fads, 
such as mud-pie making, sloyd, scientific sing- 
ing by note, cuttmg and matching paper, 
drawing, sewing, and pbysical culture, con- 
sume one-third of the school year or sixty-six 
days and cost.the taxpayers one-third of the 
money spent per year. Every year more time 
for fads is stolen from the time of the pupils 
which should be devoted to acquiring a com- 
mon school education and more burdens are 
piled upon the taxpayers. Is it not time to 
calla halt and demand that these noxious 
fads shall be rooted out before the schools are 
ruined? 


OPPOSLNG SMOKE PREVENTION. 

The men who are organizing to oppose the 
work of the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke in this city are not acting wisely. They 
mistakenly are arguing against their own real 
interests as citizens, and misrepresenting 
facts in doing so. Doubtless all but two or 
three of the leaders in the movement have no 
knowledge of/the facts in the situation, but 
have consented to join because misled by the 
very few who feel sore for the reason that they 
were prosecuted for violating the ordinance 
against smoke after having deen shown how 
they could fulfill its requirements without pe- 
euniary loss to themselves. These have told the 
others they too will be prosecuted if they do 
not combine to break up the movement for 
reform, and the latter are foolish enough to 
think they are in danger. 

The fact is the society has demonstrated 
that it is not only possible but practicable to 
burn soft coal for tne production of steam 
without making objectionable quantities of 
smoke, and that money can be saved by domg 
this, since the smoke complained of is fuel al- 
lowed to escape up the chimney without hav- 
ing performed its legitimate work of combin 
ing with oxygen and giving out heat to the 
boiler. The society has called attention to 
the truth that smoke making is a most ex- 
pensive process, and its officers might make 
the strong point that the loss is a double one, 
Since the heat required to melt this uapurned 
material out of the coal is abstracted from 
that which would otherwise have been avail- 
able for the production of steam. It 
is the height of absurdity and unfair- 
ness for the objectors to assert that soft coal 
cannot be used without the emission of huge 
volumes of dense black smoke. ‘The soft coal 
from the mines of Illinois is being so used in 
not a few furnaces in this city, the owners of 
which have accepted advice given by officers 
of the society, and the information and advice 


tagonize violently the debtor class in this 
country. Those who take this postion do so 
on the false assumption that the actual value 
of silver has remained nearly the same durmg 
the last quarter of a century, and the equally 
erroneous one that gold has in the same time 
advanced some 50 per cent. So they argue 
that the debtors have a right to all the advan- 
tage that can be obtained by discharging 
their indebtedness with silver on the basis of 
free coinage at the old ratio, and hold them- 
selves justified in preaching the doctrine of 
payments made easy as one that would be 
fair in practice to both debtor and creditor. 
The thing would be rank injustice, even if 
it were true that gold has advanced in price 
during the last twenty-five years, which it has 
not, for the great bulk of the indebtedness it 
is proposed to discharge at a big discount has 
been incurred within about the same number 
of months. Itdoes not average two years 
old. It may be a trifle more than that on 
farms in the country, but less on mortgaged 
homes in the cities und on the vast volume of 
mercantile indebtedness either to or from 
banks or outside of them. But it is now nine 
years since the commercial value of silver av- 
eraged as high as $1 per fine ounce, at which 
figure the pure metal in the United States dol- 
lar was worth but 77% cents. Since then by 
far the greater part of the indebtedness in 
this country has been incurred not once alone 
but several times. For the period in which 
the balk of the now existing indebtedness was 
incurred a shrinkage of 2 or 3 per cent is all 
that eould be claimed with any show of fair- 
ness. Where then would be the justice of au- 
thorizing it to be canceled at a discount of 35 
per cent, which would be the rule if free coin- 
age were adopted on the basis of 16 to 1? 

It is no antagonism to the debtor classes to 
insist on the payment of their indebtedness 
on the gold standard, that being the one in 
force when the debts were incurred. To ad- 
mit anything else would be violently and 


most unwarrantably to antagonize the cred- 


itor classes, by aiding and abetting a move- 
ment to cheat them out of one-third of their 
just dues. It would be precisely as unfair as to 
legislate for the carrying out of such a propo- 
sition as, the following, if made by a Western 
farmer: ‘Two years ago I bought my farm, 
agreeing to pay therefor at the end of each 
of the following five years 1,000 bushels of 
wheat. Since the contract was made the 
weather has been damp and the moisture has 
swollen the wood of which my bushel measure 
1s made so that it now holds a quarter of a 
pint more than before. I can prove this by 
reference to the alleged fact that the same 
measure was bigger when I bought my farm 
than it was twenty years previously. There- 
fore I propose to reduce the capacity of the 
measure by 35 per cent and deliver 1,000 of 
the smaller ‘bushels’ at the end of each of 
the three following yeurs in full ere of 
the debt.”’ 

The creditor might reply to such a state- 
ment: Lou contracted to deliver me so 
many bushels of full size. I have sold the 
same number of bushels already at a stated 
price, and if you do as you propose I shall be 
obliged to gu into the market and buy from 
others 350 bushels for every 650 you deliver to 
me. Give me back my farm, and allow me to 
pay you back in the smaller bushels the same 
number as the full size bushels you have paid 
me.’’ The farmer who had been mean enough 
to make the first proposition would denounce 
the second asa barefaced effort to swindle. 
But would the one be any worse than the 
other? No reasonable man can answer the 
question in the affirmative. 

If the farmer were allowed by law to keep 
his farnr on such terms it would be legalized 
robbery. Yet this is, in effect, what he could 
and would do in the event of our sinking to a 
silver basis. He would pay his debt in dol- 
lars worth barely two-thirds of the dollars he 
agreed to pay. By the same rule every work- 
ing man and woman who has a deposit in the 
savings bank, or a policy of insurance, would 
lose at one fell swoon fully one-third the value 
of his assets, and so would those farmers 
who had paid full value for their land and ac 
cumulated a little money capital saved out of 
their subsequent toil. The ones to profit by 
the arrangement would be the big men, the 
capitalists, those whom it is sought to injure 
by the change. Iney are all owners of prop- 
erty yet to be paid for, and would pay for it 
in depreciated money if we should adopt the 
silver standard. 


A BILL TO PROMOTE ELECTION FRAUDS. 

Sume time next weck the Legislature will 
get to work again. When the Senate does so 
it will not be long before it reaches a bill 
which has been reported on favorably by the 
Committee on Elections, providing that the 
time of closmg the polis in places of less than 
200,000 people shall be 7 o’clock; as it used to 
be, instead of 5, the hour fixed by the Austra- 
lian ballot law. 

This is a vicious, fraud. begetting measure and 
should be killed. At the time of the Novem- 
ber election in Illinois darkness comes on a 
little after 5 p. m.—sooner than that if it is 
cloudy. If the polle do not close till 7 lights 
will be necessary to enable the voters to see 
to mark their tickets in the booths. In 
stormy weather, which is of frequent occur- 
rence in both April and November, the lights 
in many of the booths will be blown out, At 
the spring elections darkness comes on by 6 
p. m., especially when it is cloudy, which it 
gencrally is, and even twilight ceases long be- 
fore 7 durtng March and April. 

When the polls were open till the later hout 
the judges used to have to work all night and 
sometimes part of the next day to get the 
ballot counted and the returns made out, 
Voting after dagk 1s fruitful of fraud, for that 
is the time when the cheating is done. Then 
the repeater gets in his work.

But would it not be better to try the cases in 
a court of law and waste no money or time in 
a legislative investigation? If the law is so de- 
fective that State Treasurers can loan the public 
money it is but fair to demand of the present 
General Assembly that a law be enacted with- 
out delay that will cure the evil for all future 
time. A great many people believe that the 
General Assembly will do more for the State 
at large by devoting ali the energy it has to 
much needed legislation, and leave to the courts 
the determination of the suits which have 
been ordered to be instituted against the ex- 
State officers. 


A German correspondent of an Eastern 
paper writes that the silver for 100,000,000 
rupees, bought in London for 63,333,000 rupees, 
when made into money in India left a profit 
of 36,667,000 rupees, “which went into private 
pockets. That statement can only be made 
on the assumption that the 100,000,000 rupees 
coined would and aid buy as 
much as would the same sum ‘Ym gold 
which it would have cost to buy the 
silver when the latter was worth 60 pence per 
ounce. The private persons who had that 
quantity coined into rupees last year were not 
able to exchange them for gold or com- 
modities at the old rate, and the correspond- 
ent must be well aware of the fact. His line 
of reasoning is on a par with that 
of the foolish fellows in this country 
all necessary to make 
a named quantity of silver or a piece of paper 
have a dollar’s worth of purchasing power is 
to call it a dollar by act of Congress. But 
the correspondent makes one good point to 
the effect that probably the Indian Govern- 
ment woula be willmg to buy fifty to seventy 
million ounces of silver each year in the 


United States if it could pay for the metal 


with coffee, tea, sugar, jute, silk, indigo, and 
spices. Here is a pointer for the silver min- 
ers of the United States. Let them make ar- 
rangements with mercantile houses to nego- 
tiate for the opening up of this new trade, 
new for them, and meaning a large increase 
in our t ade with India, the stuff received by 
them in exchange fur their surplus silver be- 
ing sold here for what it is worth in open mar- 
ket. 


A rew days ago Senator Stewart submitted 
a report from the Senate Committee on Mines 
and Mining relative to the cost of producing 
gold and silver. The conclusion claimed to 
be arrived at is that the cost of producing 25.8 
grains of gold is about equal to that of pro- 
ducing 412% grains of silver, and that in both 
cases the cost of production is much greater 
than the coinage value, all legitimate invest- 
ments being taken into theaccount. It is easy 
to prove the first part of the allegation was true 
thirty or forty years ago, and that the second 
part is true 10 regard to gold if the present 
purchasing power of the metal be compared 
with the cost of production in ancient times. 
But neither is true today. The first is abso- 
lutely disproved by the fact that the silver 
miners can go on turning out tens of millions 
of bullion, sell 37144 grains of the pure metal 
or 41244 grains of the United States standard 
of fineness for 65 cents right along, and many 
of them become millionaires out of the prof- 
its derived from the transaction. Will any 
sane man dare to say they Could do this if the 
quantity of silver stated cost them 100 cents 
in gold? It is safe to say that if the silver 
they now produce and sell at 65 cents really 
cost them 100 cents, they would shut up as 
closely as a clam is said to do at low tide. 
They would cease producing. So it is impos- 
sible to believe the allegations in the report, 
and the remaining alternative is the conclu- 
sion that Senator Stewart is the worst fanatic, 
blowhard, and reckless demagogue in Con- 
gress. ‘ 


Fatner Corriaan of Newark has made a 
proposal for a division of the school fund of 
New Jersey in favor of what may be called 
‘secularized parochial schools. His proposal 
1s set forth in the following paragraph: 

That any free private school corporation having 
an average yoarly attendance of forty-five or more 
pupils within the school age shall file in the office 
of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and in the office of the County Superintendent of 
Schools in which the private school corporation 
is located a certified copy of incorporation. to- 
gether with a statement signed by the officers of 
the incorporation, agreeing to maintain a free 
public school for and in consideration of a yearly 
appropriation from the State school funds, It 
shall be lawful for and tne duty of the County 
Superintendent of Schools of the county from 
which application is made to appoint within a 
reasunable time the President. Secretary. and 
Treasurer of the corporation a Board of School 
Trustees, of which the Secretary shall act as 
clerk. 

The trouble with this proposal is that it 
does not recognize the popular will on which 
the public school system is based. It proposes, 
moreover, to set up class schools, when the 
main idea of the American cémmon school 
system is that the schools shall be for all the 


people, not for a class, a sect, or a corpora- 
tion. Father Corrigan’s proposal implies a 
tampering with the system and cannot be en- 
tertained. It is, moreover, in conflict with 


the spirit of the constitutional provision 


against sectarian grants of the public money.

IMPEDED BY BARNACLES, 


Marine Growths Interrupt the Speed of 
Huge War Vessels. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 27. Admiral Gher- 
ardi brought some very interesting information 
with him concerumg the ships of the Flying 
Squadron. The believers in sheathing are tak- 
ing much comfort from the intelligence that 
the ships of this fleet were materially impeded 
in their progress by the conditions of the bot- 
toms of the vessels. There were no huge 
growths, such as is | sometimes the case with 
ships which have seen long service in the 
Pacific, But the bottoms of the vessels were 
covered with minute barnacles, which gave 
the hulls the appearance of immense sheets of 
sandpaper. This mi i 
sufficient to interrupt the speed as journey 
continued, and during the last weeks of the 
cruise the speed decrgased two knots per hour 
from the speed of ‘starting. The ships will 
have to be docked in order that they may 
make a decent showing in speed at the com- 
ing naval pageant in the Hampton Roads and 
at New York. 

It 1s reported that the cost of fuel alone to 
bring these ships around from San Francisco 
is about $120,000. This sum is more than it 


would ordinarily be on account cf the marine 


growths on the bottoms of the ships. 

In connection with this the Navy Depart- 
ment has received information through its 
agents abroad of the details of the new war- 
ship to be laid down at the Chatham dock- 
yard forthe British navy. The shir will be 
within the limits of the royal sovereign claas, 
with a 8 of eighteen knots, which may be 
sustained by the sheathing of the hull, For 
the latter three and one-half inch teak will be

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| GOLD BUGS DEFEATED. 


NO ISSUE OF BONDS DURING THIS 
ADMINISTRATION. — 


tically Stopped and Interest Rates Are 
Stiffening—Internal Revenue and Cus- 


toms Receipts Are Also Increasing— 
Sherman’s Amendment Not Likely to 
Be Passed and Cleveland and Carlisle 
Are Over Their Scare. 


Wasnincron, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special. }]— 
No more talk will be heard of bond issues 
during President Harrison’s administration. 
The gold drain has stopped temporarily, and 
this takes away the pretext on which an issue 
was so strongly urged by the New York bank- 
ers who expected to handlé the bonds. This 
afternoon Secretary Foster received a tele- 
gram from Assistant Treasurer Roberts in 
New York saying that no gold had been taken 
from the Subtreagury to go out on tomorrow’s 
steamers. The firm which last week gave 
notice that it would ask for half a million 
had changed its mind. The telegram was at 
once sent over to the White House to Presi- 
dent Harrison. The President was gratified, 
though it only confirmed the position that he 
has all along held, that the demand for a bond 
issue was largely an artificial creation. 

» Secretary Poster believed that the failure to 
ship any gold today meant that the drain had 
stopped, for the present at least. He said: 
Interest rates have stiffened, and I doubt 
whether any gold will go out this week. The 
outlook is better. We have today a. little 
more than $104,000,000 gold in the asury. 
I think we will continue to get it in. Receipts 
just now are heavy.” 

The receipts are, as the Secretary stated, 
heavy. The total tocay reached $2,100,090, 
divided as follows: ‘Internal revenue, $1,130,- 
500; customs, $980,238. 

Tomorrow is what the Treasury officials 
call an off day, but the heavy inflow of re- 
ceipts the first day of the week will serve to 
keep up the average. 

With the certainty that no bonds will be 
issued by this ad‘ninistration there is also a 
certainty that Congress will not pass the 
Sherman bond amendment. This was settled 
by today’s ings in the House. The 
sundry civil bill, which contains the amend- 
ment, on motion of Mr. Holman was sent to 
conferrence with non-concurrence in all the 
Senate amendments. 

Cockran Wasted His Breath. 


This was done after Bourke Cockran had 
made his promised speech, defending the 
amendment and replying to Mr. Bland. As it 
took a two-thirds vote to suspend the rules 
and non-concur this may be accepted as evi- 
dence of the temper of the House. H Iman 
and Sayers, who form a majority of the House 
e nferrees, have pledged themselves not to 
concur in this amendment in conference. It 
will go back to the Senate, which will un- 
doubtedly recede. 

Prospective Secretary Carlisle, who is back 
from Lakewood, acquiesces in this arrange- 
ment. Itis understood that Mr. Cleveland 
was wiling to have the amendment lost sooner 
than see an extra session forced, which would 
inevitably be the case if the bond proposition 
were pressed, Mr. Carlisle would prefer to 
have Congress reaffirm the power of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue bonds in the 
specific way proposed by the amendment, but 
he has no doubts himself that the power 
already exists. The amendment was passed 
by the Senate largely through his personal 
solicitation. In the House his influence was 
not so effective. 

It is understood that the Presidont-elect 
and his Secretary of the Treasury are about 
over their scare. At any rate they do not 
think that be first thing the new administra- 
tion will have to do will be either to issue 
bonds or to go into the $100,000,000 reserve. 
Probably Wall street will renew its raid some 
time during the spring, and the demand-will 
go up for bonds. Butif President Cleveland 
takes the same conservative stand that Presi- 
dent Harrison has taken, and refuses to be

While the reserve is not likely to be in-

Treasurer Nebeker, speaking today of the 
drain of gold that has been gomg on for the 
last year or more, said that it was largely the 
work of speculators on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The export of gold had the effect 
of bearing stocks by selling stocks and then 
exporting gold. The profit made on thefr 
stocks not only compensated for the freight 
charges, insurance, etc,, on the gold shipped, 
but lefta profit. n, too, as France and 
Austria were in the market after gold, the 
specie found ready sale on the other side. 


SENATORS LIKELY TO RECEDE, 


Sundry Civil Service Bill to Be Passed 
Without Sherman’s Amendment. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 27.—Two views 
relative to the Sherman bond amendment ob- 
tain in the Senate. The indications are, how- 
ever, that the Senate will recede from its 
amendment in this particular, and that the 
result of the struggle will be that the sundry 
civil bill will be passed without this amend- 
ment attached to it.

A well-known Senator who enjoys the con- 
fidence of the President-elect, said today that

country at large. ‘he administration was in 
favor of the amendwent in the event of any 
contingency that made such an issue a neces- 
sity, and the friends of the administration, 
the Senator said, would resist any attempt to 
defeat the amendment as passed by the 
Senate. The indications seem to be, though, 
that a material change of sentiment has been 
going on in the Senate, and the amend- 
ment will be receded from rather than that 
the whole bill should be defeated. 

It is understood by members of the House 
that the bond amendment is now not so strong 
in the Senate as it was, and some of them be- 
lieve the Senate will recede and will not insist 
on this amendment, provided it is seen that 
the House is inclined to stand firm against it.

SOME IMPORTANT FIGURES, 


Statement of Deficiencies and Appropria- 
tions the Last Five Years. 

Wasmxorox. D. C., Feb, 27.—At the request 
of the Committee on Ways and Means Mr. 
J. C. Courts, Cierk of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, has submitted to the com- 
mittee a statement of deficiencies and appro- 
priations during the last five years. It shows 
that the defimiency appropriation bill, as it 
passed the House at this session, amounted to 
$21,209,638, of which a little more than 514. 
000,000 was for pensions. The deficiency for 
1894, exclusive of pensions, if it reaches the

five sessions, will probably be $9,500,000.

CHURCH MUSIC AND ITS MEANING. 


The Congregational Clab Hears a Discussion 
Which Is Supplemented by a Choir. 


Two hundred members of the Chicago Con. 
gregationa! ciub attended the February meet- 
ing and dinner at the Grand Pacific last night, 
Prof. H. M. Scott, the recently elected Presi- 
dent of the club, occupied the chair of the 
presiding officer, and he called the club’s at- 
tention to the waiting dinner. One notice 
was enough, and the dinner was discussed as 
to each paragraph from biue points to crack- 


ers and coffee. 

Church music was the subject for the dis. 
cussion to follow and the club was enter- 
tained for an hour by the Rev. W. A. Bart- 
lett, pastor of the Ridgeland Church, whu was 
for six years a church organist. Mr. Bartlett 
added to the interest uf his paper by illustrat- 
ing his various points with the aid of the 
quartet of the Oak Park Church, whicn sung 
a num der of tuneful byinas and anthems. 

The multitude, he said, went to church not 
to worship, not to enter into a purposeful 
service, a unit from beginning to end, but to 
hear the student of the times skilifully put a 
century of time under one small text. That 
was the unfortunate idea of the religious 
ceremonial which took the place of 
worship in many minds, 

Divine service might for the sake of con- 
venience be divided into two parts, the im- 
pressive and the expressive. The impressive 
was that portion m which the congregation 
took no active part. The prelude and post- 
laude, the anthems, chants, or solos by the 
choir, and the sermon were all included in the 
impressive portion of the sermon, while the 
expressive was that ia which the congregation 
joins, in which the people express their relig- 
ious beliefs or emotions by recitation of 
creeds, by responsive readings, by repeating 
the Lord’s prayer, and in chants and hymns. 

The prelude is the cali to praise, yet in how 
many churches do the congregations submit

Sung just before the congregation -was dis- 
missed its effect would be instantaneous, A 
change was needed in the character of the 
choirs, the speaker argued. The members 
should be selected with more care as to their 
fitness for the position they were to 
occupy. Within the next few years 
there would be a change, and that change 
would be in the way of improved morals.

NEW HOME FOR THE HAMILTON CLUB. 


It Is to Be Built at Once on Michigan Ave- 
nue, Near Thirtieth Street. 

Plans and specifications for the new Ham- 
ilton club-house, a sketch of which has al- 
ready been printed, were submitted last even- 
ing at a special meeting of the club to hear 
the report of the committee on a site for the 
clubhouse. The committee, consisting of H. 
C. Metealf, H. H. Boymgton, and Butler Low- 
ry, recommended the purchase of the lot at 
No. 2945 Michigan avenue, which has a 
frontage of 50 feet and is 163 feet 
in depth. After considerable discussion it 
was decided to locate the club-house at this 
point. 

H. H. Boyington & Co. are the architects. 
Mr. Boyington exhibited a water color picture 
of the structure as it will appear, together 
with drawings of the interior arrangement. 
The design combines a massive front of rough 
stone with cream colored brick and 
terra-cotta. In style the architect 
has adherea to the Italian renaissance, 
Plans for the interior arrangement are com- 
plete in every detail, A billiard room and 
bowling .alley will be located in the base- 
ment. A broad staircase leads up to the 
reception parlor on the first floor. 
The Directors and Secretary will have 
rooms on this floor, and a handsome smoking- 
room has been located im the rear. At 
end of a broad hall double dvors open into 
the auditorium, which will have a seating 
capacity of 500 people on the main 
floor, and a capacity for 300 people 
in the gallery which surrounds the room, 
The second floor will be used for the 
library, music room, ladies’ parlor, and two 
card rooms. Several members will live at 
the club altogether, and fur their accom moda- 
tion the third floor will contain seven sleeping 
apartments. | 

The fourth floor is designed to be used for a 
banquet hall, back of which will be the kitchen 
and servants’ quarters.

In regard to any ot these brauches the ques- 
tion is not simply: Have they any value?“ 
but, Is the value sufficient to warrant the 
time and money spent upon them? Of music 
and drawing, pruperiy taught, I believe the 
answer should be in the affirmative. Music 
partakes of the nature of a recreation and 
may be used as a help rather than a hindrance 
to progress in the unchallenged branches, This 
cannot be said of drawing. But even a little 
deftness in the use of a pencil is so valuable 
that some atteation may well be given to the 


matter even in primary grades. In both 


these branches the instruction should be given 
by the regular teacher, either in person or by 
exchange of work, and with no more special 
supervision than is necessary to make the 
— out of the time devoted to them and to 
ee 
work should be carefully and systematically 
done, but with no effort at making a display, 
no expectation of making skilled musicians 
and artists of the pupils. Whatever is obtained 
is of value just so far as it goes, The super- 
vision, whatever it may be, should be subor- 
dinate to the general supervision. A super- 
intendent of a special branch, if allowed full 
awing, is likely to insist upon results that the 
best interests of the pupils, as a whole do not 
warrant.. It is, in fact, easy for such a super- 
intendent to become just a little tyrannical. 
German should be discarded at once and 
forever. Aforeign language has no proper 


piace in an American common school, and if 


it had it would be difficult to say why this 


particular one should be chosen to the exclu- 


sion of all others. A study can never be in- 
copporated into a common school course un- 
less all are required to take it, which, in case 
of a foreign language, is not to be thought 


of. It can only be stuck upon the outside, as 


it were, and is therefore-4 sort of excrescence, 
and as such tendsto disfigure and disorder 
The money speut in teaching 
German in the district schools is simpty lost 
to the public. In fact, it might reasonably 
be argued that the city would be better off if 
it paid the German teachers their salaries and 
dispensed with their services. In aroom of 
fifty pupils there may be fifteen taking German. 
While these are receiving their lesson the work 
of the regular teacher is of necessity sus 
pended ; and although the non.Gefman pupils 
may engage in study, what they may do must 
be done some time by their German class- 
mates, and hence no real progress is made by 
the fifty mi their general work, while the fif- 
teen gre receiving their special lesson. What 

r conciusion does this admit of than that 
the services of both teachers for the time 
being are worth less to the city than would be 
those of the regulhr teacher alone in the ab- 
sence of the other? Only extraordinary value 
in the results of the special study can make it 
seem otherwise; but it is a notorious fact that 
the instruction in German in the district 
schools has little to show for itself. 

I do not know the prevailing opinion of 
teachers in regard to German, but tnere was a 
time when I did, and I have no reason vo sup- 
pose it has changed. Judging from this I 
would say that there never has been atime 
when German, as a part of the curriculum of 
stud ies, could have received the votes of one- 
fifth of the teachers not personally interested 
in its continuance. Teachers are in a posi- 
tion to judge more wisely than the average as 
to the value uf a study, and as a rule they 
have an earnest and conscienticus desire to do 
the best for those under their charge. Often

JURY SECURED IN FOOT MURDER TRIAL. 


Taking of Evidence Win Begin to Locate 
Responsibility for an Atrocious Crime. 
Brxauamtow, N. X., Feb. 27.—[Special. ]— 

The trial of Miry E. Fodt for the murder of 

ber husband, Richard Foot, which opened in 

this city today uneartts a crime that for 
atrocity is unparallelea in this portion of the 

State. When court adjourned this evening a 

jury had been secured. The crime was com- 

mitted in the little Villag> of Peasetown, a 

short distance from here, on the night of Oct. 

80, 1891. : 

Foot was. born in Brackneyville, Pa., and 
when a lad moved to Chicago. At the break- 
ing out of the war he enlisted in an Illinois 
regiment and remained in service till the 
close of the Rebellion. He then returned to 
Chicago and a few years ago decided to come 
East. Shortly before the war broke out he 
married, but subsequently left his wife, and 
losing ‘ail trace of her supposed she was dead. 
About seven years ago Foot met and married 
Miss Mary E.Ganzong. At the time of the mar- 
riage he was43 years of age and she 27. 
Foot took his wife to the Peasetown home- 
stead, but their life was an unhappy one. 
Shortly after the marriage he accused her of 
unfaithfulness and they separated. The trou- 
ble was, however, patched up and the couple 
were again united. 

The nearest neighbor of the Foots was Ben- 
jamin Hall, whose farm is located fifty rods 
distant and separated by a dense wood. 

In the spring of 1890 Foot decided to lease 
his farm and rented a portion of it to Charles 
Forman. Shortly after the deal had been 
consummated Lewis Forman. a brother of 
the lessee, called at the Foot homestead, say- 
ing he wished to procure board, He was given 
two rooms, and it was decided he should take 
his meals with the family. Forman paid 
some attention to Mrs. Foot, and a hard feel- 
ing was engendered between the two men. 
At 3 o’clock the morning of Saturday, Oct.

Mr. Cleveland was told that the sundry civil 
bill to which it is an amendment would un- 


questionably be passed by both Houses, since 


there are too many important appropriations 
in it, important to Congressional constitu- 
encies, to permit its failure, It may go 
through with the amendment, he was told, 
but if it is necessary to defeat the amendment 
in order to pass it the Senate would probably 
yield to the House on that point. That being 
so, the next question was what would be left 
for the Treasury Department to do in case of 
emergency. Mr. Cleveland looked up the 
law and was ratner inclined to the opinion 
that those are right who claim 
that under the present law the Secretary of 
the Treasury is not authorized to issue bonds 
for the maintenance of the gold reserve. Mr. 
Carlisle aid not agree with him, and Cleveland 
then determined to ask the advice of Judge 
Gresham. For that reason he telegraphed to 
the Judge, and this eccasioned the hasty visit 
of last week. Judge Gresham’s opinion prob- 
ably settles the question of an extra session. 
I understand that he told Mr. Cleveland that 
there was no question about the right of the 
Secretary to issue such bonds under the ex- 
isting law. Accepting this opinion Mr. Cleve- 


land changed bis mind and unless he again 


returns to his earlier intention he will not cali 
ah extra session of Congress. It is reported 
that Mr. Cleveland read that part of his in. 
augural message, or, more correctly, the pre- 
liminary notes of it, both to Judge Gresham 
and to Mr. Carlisle. In it he takes the most 
ultra views as to the necessity for putting an 
end to the purchases of silver. 

Those who expect to hear in the inaugural 
message much ab ut the tariff will be disap. 

inted, unless Mr. Cleveland decides to en- 
arge upon that theme. He regards that as an 
issue determined. He takes it as a matter of 
course that Congress will pass a tariff iaw in 
symmpathy with the Chicago platform and iook- 
ing, as one of his personal organs here sug- 
gests, directly toward ultimate freedom of 
trade with all nations. 


The Alleged Gold Conspiracy. 


Mr, Carlisle has been told that there existed 
here a conspiracy on the part of certain bank- 
ers to force the government to issue bonds, 
not less than $50,000,000 in amount, and Mr. 
Cleveland bas also heard the astonishing story, 
which has been passing from mouth to mouth 
in financial circles.

When the Secfetary met the 
bankers at the Union League club he gave 
them tu understand that this issue had been

.ington he left with the bankers the impression 


that within a day or two he would put in their 
hands these bunds to fluat. Instead of getting 
such announcement the bankers, to their as- 
tonishment, learned that no bonds would be 
issued unless the government was in dire ex- 
treruity, and they began to accuse Mr. Foster of 
having misled them. Then there came anotber 
story, and that put Mr. Foster right, even go- 
ing iuto some detail in the narration of the 
urgency with which he pleaded at a Cabinet 
meeting for such issue of bonds and the de. 
cision with which President Harrison refused 
to heed the suggestion. 

Bearing this story in mind, Mr. Carlisle, if 
he is coinpelled to issue bonds, does not pro- 
pose to let those who are accused of entering 
into this conspiracy have any benefit. Mr. 
Cleveland is peremptory on this point. Yet 
there were some hitherto good friends of Mr. 
Cleveland in this alleged conspiracy, although 
it must be said that some Deinocrats of high 
political standing who are also of financial 
repute were interested in it, and these men 
were not enthusiastic either at Chicago or dur-
